2. Prince Teh rosniiied in Po; in* i.*>til 'early January -1049 when* he. and four 
of his secretaries wer& ev±i ouster to Nanking on a plane diapatohed by 
Central Govermient author] ties. The plane was sent only after pressure 
had been brought to bear on th$ Central Government* particularly on 
officials of the koagolian-* Tibet* n Affairs Comnission and Deputy Premier 
WU Tioh-oh«ag, by Tah's "roHti'riaQ,'’ «T0 Hao-liag % §£), and 
Legislative Yuan Member Jirgalanj , who threatened to embarrass the SUN Fo 
government by announcing that it was abandoning the minorities during 
China 1 s present crisis. 

3. Prior to Ws departure from Peiping, the Soviet consulate in Peiping 
sent a representative to the Daiachi Lama of West Sunit Banner, then in 
Peiping, requesting that tue Dsxachi Lama ask Teh to remain in Peiping 
and cooperate v/itfa the Chinese and kongcl Communist authorities* The 
Soviet consulate "guaranteed" Tob ' s personal safety but made no mention 

of the treatment to be accorded his trusted associates such as WU Hao-ling*

also contacted Teh just l* fore he left Peiping and asked him to remain 
and join the ffengyohmiso ve roman t.
